On Aug. 13 the Agriculture 


Department announced a plan 
to guarantee a minimum feder- 
al reimbursement to the states 
of 35 cents for each free or re- 
duced-price 
meal 
served, 


compared 
with a national 


average last school year of about 
42 cents. 


In the face of stiff opposition 


in Congress, the department 
last week backed down and an- 
nounced the minimum will be 
45 cents. As a condition, how- 
ever, the money will be paid 
only for feeding children from 
families with incomes at or be- 
low federal poverty standards. 


For example, children from a 


family of four with an income 
of $3,940 a year or less would 
qualify. Until now, free or re- 
duced-price meals had been 
made available to children as 
long as they were qualified un- 
der state poverty guidelines, in 
many cases higher than the 
federal levels. 


Some 7.3 million of the na- 


tion's 24 million children served 
by the school lunch program 
last year received free or re- 
duced-price meals. The latter 
cannot cost a child more than 
20 cents. The average expense 
of serving a lunch is about 53 
cents. 


Had the new rule been in ef- 


fect last year, an estimated 
5*4,000 children would have 
been excluded from the free- 
lunch program. 


Including the 10-cent boost, 


the government will give states 
this school year about $750 mil- 
lion to help pay for all lunch 
programs. About $525 million of 
it will be for feeding the needy. 


"We aren't finished yet with 


the program," Lyng said. "We 
are going to work hard to get it

Cong Officer 
Released 
by Allies

SAIGON (AP) — The United 


Slates and South Vietnam set a 
North 
Vietnamese 
lieutenant 


free in Cambodia today in a 
surprise move reciprocating for 
the release last week of an 
American sergeant. 


"We have no assurance what- 


ever at present that this recip- 
rocal gesture will lead to the 
release of additional American 
prisoners," a spokesman for 
the U.S. Embassy said. "That, 
however, is the goal toward 
which we are working." 


The POW who had been held 


by the South Vietnamese, was 
flown by helicopter into the 
Fish Hook area of Cambodia 
100 miles northwest of Saigon. 


The U.S. Embassy said he 


was freed "in response to in- 
dications that the enemy would 
welcome such a release at a 
given time and place." This in- 
dicated that there had been ad- 
vance communication with the 
North Vietnamese. 


The Americans said the POW 


was released in "an area under 
enemy control," the same gen- 
eral area where the Viet Cong 
released Staff Sgt. John C. Sex- 
ton Jr., 23, of Warren, Mich., 
last Friday. 


They said the American heli- 


copter crewmen sighted no ene- 
my when they landed the lieu- 
tenant and then took off. 


Sexton had been a Viet Cong 


prisoner for 26 months and was 
allowed to go free somewhere 
along the Cambodian border. 
He walked for eight hours to 
reach the South Vietnamese base 
camp at Loc Ninh, 70 miles 
north of Saigon. 
• 


Sexton told American inter- 


rogators that the Viet Cong did 
not tell him why he was being 
freed and did not give him any 
messages to bring back. 


He said that during his cap- 


tivity, while "constantly mov- 
ing," he often saw other Ameri- 
can prisoners but did not know 
where he or the others were 
held. U.S. officers believe it 
was in Cambodia, some dis- 
tance from the border. 


The U.S. Command 
an- 


nounced that Sexton would be 
flown to the United States Tues- 
day after being released from 
an Army hospital. 


Fighting continued today in 


the Cambodian border region 
around Krek and Fire Base Al- 
pha although enemy shelling ta- 
pered off during the nigljt. It 
was one of the quietest nights 
since the North

Such a l u m p can be a 


hydrocele, or a spermatocelo 
with or without a hernia. 


A hydrocele means a water 


cyst. Part of the l i n i n g 
around the testicle fills with 
fluid. In time more fluid ac- 
cumulates and distends the 
plasticlike sack even more, 
c a u s i n g the sack to feel 
tense. Some fluid-filled sacks 
get quite large. The sack is 
really in front of the testicle 
and you can put a flashlight 
against it and it will trans- 
mit light, u n l i k e a solid 
tumor or a loop of intestine. 
If it has been there a long 
time this may not happen 
because the sack wail be- 
comes too thick. A large 
sack can be drained with a 
needle 
i but the fluid usually 


returns) or cut out with a 
simple operation This is not 
always done if the sack is 
small. 


A spermatoeele is similar 


except it is a cyst attached 
d i r e c t l y to the spermatic 
cord and is filled with sperm 
cells. It is not a c a n c e r 
either. 


A common hernia is a loop 


of intestine sliding into the 
scrotum along the cord. It 
is usually at the side or be 
hind the t e s t i c l e .

Nearly 50 army officers and 


retired officers were jailed on 
charges

the 
at- 


tempted coup or of plotting 
against I<anusse's .seven-month- 
old government. All were on 
record in favor of continuing 
the authoritarian military rule 
Argentina has had since 1966. 
I~inus.se has promised to turn 
over the government to civilian 
leaders elected in March 1973. 


The most prominent prisoner 


is ex-President Roberto M. Le- 
vingston, a retired general who 
was the nation's chief executive 
until I^nusse ousted him in a 
palace coup last March 23. 


The rebels, operating 
from 


two rural army bases, took con- 
trol of radio stations in the 
pa m pa cities of Azul and Ola- 
varria and broadcast demands 
for I^nusse's resignation. Be- 
hind the generalized 
rhetoric 


loomed the election issue and 
I-anusse's rapprochement 
with 


ex-dictator Juan D. Peron, who 
is still feared and hated by 
many top military officers. 


tanusse spent four years in 


jail while Peron was president, 
but he feels now that parlia- 
mentary 
government 
won't 


work without the cooperation of 
Peron's many followers. 


The rebels had 1,200 troops 


arid a dozen tanks, but no one 
joined them. By 11:30 p.m. Fri- 
day—eight hours after the re- 
volt began—Lanusse was the 
winner. He angrily told a na- 
tionwide radio and 
television 


audience that the rebel leaders 
were "reactionaries," "total- 
itarians," 
"rightists" 
and 


"enemies of the great popular 
majority and of democracy." 


Student organizations, 
labor 


unions, political parties, busi- 
nessmen's 
associations 
and 


even the Communist party is- 
sued public statements during 
the night endorsing 
Lanusse 


and urging defeat for the "fas- 
cist" rebels. 


Almost 10,000 troops had sur- 


rounded Azul by dawn. The re- 
bels surrendered without firing 
a shot although they did try to 
dynamite a bridge to slow the 
advance toward Azul. The only 
casualties were a woman bus 
passenger killed when the bus 
collided with a tank, and two 
enlisted men injured in the col- 
lision of two army vehicles. 


Lanusse, 52, who is the army 


commander in chief as well as 
president, directed the attack 
agaiast the rebels and the ar- 
rests.

Since then, Iris R. Powers of 


Phoenix has made two dozen 
recommendations to help Army 
next-of-kin with legal, medical, 
economic 
and 
psychological 


problems. 


Those the Army has accepted 


include: family group-therapy 
sessions, a compreheasive guid- 
ance booklet for 
next-of-kin, 


more effective ways of return- 
ing a man's personal property 
to his family, and establishing 
a task force to prepare the 
families for their husbands' re- 
turn, or the eventuality that 
they may never return. 


"The crux of the problem," 


said Mrs. Powers, 54-year-old 
widow and mother of a pilot 
who has been missing since 
April 1069, "was the lack of 
meaningful communication be- 
tween the Army and the fami- 
lies." 


Asked why the Army saw a 


need for a personal consultant 
while the other services did 
not, 
Mrs 
Powers 
said that 


most Army men held prisoner, 
or listed as missing, are young, 
single and enlisted, while most 
of those from the Air Force and 
Navy are career officers. 


Reaching for a copv of her 


recent testimony before a con- 
gressional 
committee, 
she 


read: "The Army next-of-kin 
are mostly parents: their sons 
are

non Careerists.
